It was 
nuid she even went so far as to refuse 
to wear anything that was made there, 
because of the fact that the Emperor 
William had takeii^ by iforce^t-wo of the 
most important provinces in her father's 
kingdom. "With this feeling it would 
•not snrpriso me to see llussia the ally 
of France in a conflict against Germany 
that would undoubtedly arise if Greece 
and Turkey should declaro war. Rus- 
sia and Germany have been in sympa- 
thy with each other in the eastern ques- 
tion ; but now it will be but natural 
for tho former to assist the King of 
Greece, because he is the brother of 
the Empress of Russia. Greece has 
been very actively engaged of lato in 
wnrlike" prepai-ations. If war in de- 
clared it is probable that Prance will 
imraediately ally herself with Russia 
aB an,entering wedge for declaring war 
againBt^Gemany, The French people 
are eager for the renewal of the conflict. 
They were never better prepared, and 
at the very first opportunity they will 
certainly strike for the repossession of 
their two much-coveted provinces."

It \a rarely 
that imported beef or mutton are found 
in tbe^inarkets; and ib^ is ivnow a de- 
monstratect'faot that no better meat 
can b|i,j^^n anywhere than that pro- 
dnced in British Columbia. For 23 
years, nearly — since the first gold rush 
of 185S — there'has been a steady drain 
of.moniy from the country. What has 
be<!0O:of , the .$60,000,000 in gold dug 
frifti "f'the* Gariboo mine; ? Gone ; Lo 
enrich a foreign state. Sent away to 
buy. goods manufactun'd from raw ma- 
terial that exists iicre in abundance. 
Is^.there.any room for wcnderiuont that 
the country has not retained either 
weaitL or popiiiation and that scores 
othet' young men and women "native 
and to tbemanor born" are yearly forced 
to*8eek'''liq'fne8' felsowhere.

Nothing can be 
plainer to the most ordinary comjire- 
hension than that if wo sell for expor- 
tation our wool and hide,-:, bi'ooni corn, 
iron ore and numerous other produc- 
lions afc'a'low figure, and import the 
samir articles again in a manufactured 
fornj^';paying.;for them, in profit to the 
foreign* manufacturer, in freight and in 
duties . enormous prices — nothing, 
we say, is plainer than that the pro- 
vince will not. improve ; and that when 
railway 'expeiidituro shall' have .ceased 
the country will be as poor as it was 
whpn|thq first pail was laid.

■WEI&HTS AND MBASTJRES. 

"^ho 'Shall bo Tried in'tho Salanee aad | 
Pouad Waatlnj ? 

Altliough this Province has been an 
integral portion of tho Dominion for ten 
years or thereabouts, yot Canadian 
weights .ajul^ nioasures regulations havo 
nover bo6ii,-oc at any rate only partially, 
put in force. Tho apparatus, a very 
beautiful, complicated and expensive one, 
was sent out a few years ago and a suita- 
blo building erected fo/its reception on 
Langley street in this city. Capt. Good 
had no sooner arranged matters and 
things in connection with tho oflico than 
a changcim made an^ everything then 
remained in abeyance until a few weeks 
ago when the captain received definite in- 
structions to place tho office on an active 
footing and carry out thu provisions of 
tho Dominion Act of 1879. 

For tho information of merchants, 
traders and and others interested a fow 
extracts from .tJiQ Act ^of 1879 now in 
force throughou't thb Dominion are sub 
joined: Soel ion 20 provides that all con- 
tracts are to bo by standard weights and 
measures, all others being void. This 
aflects every person exclusive of those in 
what ia generally known as " tiado;" far- 
mers and everyone who sells or buys by 
weight or measure. Every bargain, there- 
fore, mado with unstamped weight, meas- 
ure or scales is void and illegal. In sect ion 
2S tho ]ionalty is stated. Every [jorson 
using an' unstamped woight, measuru or 
scale shall incur ' a .penalty of not more 
than .S50, and not lo.ss than •?5 for every 
suuh weigiit, measure or scale; and they 
sh.all on being discovered be forthwith 
seized .and broken by tho inspector. Tho 
use of tho wine or Amci ican gallon is 
illegal. All mea-'^iires of capacity must be 
cylindrical. Spring balances are not al- 
lowed to be used. Section 41 givos tho 
inspector power to enter shops and places 
of business at all reasonable times and 
without notico for tho examination of 
weights, measures and scales. Section 
■i:i i)ruvidtvs for re-inspoction every tivo 
yuars, 

I'artii's interested should licar in mind 
that it is no p.irt of tho inspector's duty to 
adjust; in fact tho Act prohibits it except 
whore an adjuster cannot bo obtained. As 
tho tost therefore is stringent .all persons 
should havo their adjusting done before 
presenting weights, measures and scales 
for inspection. By bearing in mind that 
it is tho business of the inspector to verify 
and stamp thoso that are correct and re- 
ject; all others a good deal of annoyance 
and ox)iense will be saved. Under the 
Ai't it is tlipilnty of li.'Lrihvan' niiTct'iants 
and dealers to h;ive all weights, measures 
and scales verified and stamped boforo 
leaving their premises. 

An impression is abroad tliat the in- 
spector Should take cogni»ince of all 
frauds that may be perpetrated and dis- 
covered with respect to liglit weights, &o. 
But this is not tho case. The law ox- 
pressoly prohibits him from having any- 
thing to do with prosecutions of this des- 
cription. .-Ml cases under the .-Vet must 
be broiight before tlie Common Courts or 
beforojany Justice of tho Peace and one- 
half the fine imposed goes to tho infor- 
mant and tho other half to Her Majesty 
for Dominion uses.

Building material, granite, 
sandstone and marble all within easy 
roach, while nature has planted coal, 
iron and wood in unlimited quantities 
at your very doors. Your streets are 
in nmgiiificent order, and sidewalks 
well kept. Largo shops and ware- 
iiouRcs well filled with importations 
principally from Britain find the United 
States with many articles, such as 
should bo made in your own city. But 
you lack on(3 of the greatest modern 
stimulants to commerce — railway facil- 
ities, and without this, advantage you 
are certainly far behind. ; , {

enlightened view of tho situation as 
their brother councillors usually take in 
Eastern jiiaces.

Tho Direotors in making thoir Annual Report Itave to inform the Subaoribors 
that during the paat year they have aucceedod in purchasing a plot of land of 6 acrea 
immediately adjoining the Hospital, for tho purposo of erecting an Aaylum for Con- 
valcsconta in connection with tho Hospital. Tho Government have voted a sum of 
money for the oroctian of tho nocosaary buildings; but before tho works cbuld bo 
commonced tho Govornmont required tho land to bo convoyed to tho Crown, which 
ha.s boe/.i done. Tho coming spring will, it is hopud, soo thi.>j most necessary adjunct 
to the institutions of tho Province comploted. > 

Tlio Directors rogrot that tho Houso of As.senibly have passod a resolution eom- 
olotoly rovoraing tho policy under whioh tho Hospital lias boon for so many years 
not uusuccossfully managod; hitherto tho Govornmont linvo been content with hav- 
ing two Directors on tho Board, and as a rule these Government Diroctoro have boon 
active and useful members, and have fully answorod tlio purposes for which they woro 
placed on the Board. 

The other Directors aro tho nominoos of th« Subscribers. Tho proposed change 
will be dotrimontal to the interests of thoso for whom n hospital is supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally as well por- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and tho inovitablo result will bo a reourronco 
to tho worst ovils of tho past. Tho interest wliicli tho public now tako in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and tho active and friendly as-siatanco givon by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Govornmont institution. 

The Directors have again to express thoir thanks to Messrs. Duusmuir and the 
Yanobuvei^iClpal Oompany for donation's of coal and to varieu's eharitable aocietiet and 
individuals' who have gonorously contributed to tho support of the institution. 

Tho affairs of tho Hospital have boon economically managod, as will bo scon by 
tho amount of sufforings relieved and tho Troaaurer'a account of tlio oipendituro. 

In closing this report tho Directors rogrot that tho chango introduced by tho 
Govcinuieiit will provont thorn again otl'uring their services, and from thn imnliimr-iiina 
which havo boon received for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
the change, they fear that tho'closing of ono of tho most useful institutions of tho 
Province will ultimatdy'bothBitestiltJ*'!-':" ,. ,. .
